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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-30 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

The Examiner considered Patent Number 3,002,601 by Reis to be the prior art 
most closely related to the Applicant's claimed invention. The coin sorting and counting 
apparatus disclosed by Reis incorporates hopper 8, pins 14 and receptacles 34 that 
read on the Applicant's receiving area, sorting area and drawer, respectively. However,

Reis fails to disclose or suggest a semi-automatic opening device (cf. Applicant's 
independent claims 1 and 15) or a drive unit/mechanism (cf. Applicant's independent 
claims 6, 20 and 26) that displaces a coin storage area.
